Injuries Sustained In Trolly Accident 

Necessitates Operation %o Prevent 
Blood Poisoning. 

.PreiidenVRoosevettwaB compelled to'gp 
under the surgeon's knife at Indianapolis 
Tuesday. . His western trip has been' sud- 
denly declared off and he has already start- 
ed for Washington to rest. - -' 
' The President was found to be suffering 
from a swelling in the left leg, between the 
knee and the ankle, that required imme- 
diate surgical attention, and, instead of 
being taken . to [ the 'train to continue his 
journey to Fort Wayne and ■ Milwaukee be 
was "aonveyed to ; St, Vincent's hospital, 
where he was operated onV The operation 
occurred at 3:45 o'clock-and lasted only a 
short time whea'he was taken to a.private 
room in the hospital to rest. 

After taking a light luncheon' at 7:80"p. 
m'i,' be wns conveyed on a stretcher to his 
train, which had been backed up on the T 
near the hospital, and at 7:50 o'clock the 
train left for Washington. - 

'After the President had entered the 
operating-room he sat down on a stool and 
waited for instructions from the physicians 
and surgeons, watching their preparations 
with koeh interest. 

"I am awful sorry that I cannot continue 
my Western- trip, " said* he. "Can't- you 
let me go ahead with it after this thing is' 
over?" 

"^Severer of'tbejurgeons turned- to him 
and one said. - ^ 

"It is my opinion that you would be very 
indicreet to continue on your feet, an would 
be necessary in. your speech-making trip, 
after the operation,. This is by no means 
a serioua'thing, and there iB absolutely no 
danger of serious consequences from It if 
you are careful to stay off your 'feet until 
the trouble is over. But you should by all 
means; Mr. President, discontinue your 
trip." 

"Very well, then, it will have to bs that 
way," said the President, reBignedly. "I 
will do as you gentlemen say. Now what 
do-you want me to do?" 

Tho President was told to remove hiB 
shoes and stockings and nether, garments. 
He bIeo removed his coat and vest. A 
moment Inter, however, he was told to 
simply remove his shoes and they would be 
required to, bare the ' leg only. This was 
done. "The. President walked to the oper- 
ating table atone, nnd as be lay. down here-" 
marked with a smile; 

"Gentlemen, you are formal. I see you 
have your gloves on," 

This was -a reference to the antiseptic 
gloves of the 1. Burgeons. 
- * 'Mr.' President, said a Burgeon, "it Is 
always in order to wear gloves . at a Presi- 
dent's reception.' > 

This caused the.Pre3ident,to.eJtcIaim: 

"Good! Well said!"" - . 

The operation began without delay. The 
pain caused Ihe President to mutter several 
times in a low, voice, but. he Baid nothing 
that was distinct, except to ask for a gloss 
of water before the needles had been re- 
movedf» 

. After the operation was over he "made 
several laughing remarks concerning trival 
matters, nnd asked if he would be allowed 
to use his leg long enough to walk up stairs 
himselF. 

"You will Ik; hauled up stairs in a 
wheeled ambulance, 11 said a surgeon. 
. When tliey brough the vehicle in the 
President said:- 

"Why, that's a wheelbarrow." 
. After being taken to the upper room from 
the operating room, tho President was serv- 
ed with a light' luncheon and chatted 

leaeantly to those in the room. He made

The eggs 
are being pocked by a norci process 
which In In vague In Denmark which was 
recently Introduced into this country. As 
toon as the eggs arc., received they nre 
placed on zinc frames holding ten dozen. 
These frames ' are perforated, bo that 
they will hold the cjrgs, yet none will drop 
til rough.. When fifty of the frames are 
filled they ; arc. carried Into a dark room 
and a candle placed under each frame. 
The good eggs show "clear like globes of 
light, while the bad ones^ appear dark In 
spots all oyer,, according to the degree of 
badness.

The text-books IsbucJ by the Itcpub- 
llcim congrcHSlonnl committee present 
clearly the iittitude of the party on nil 
lmportunt political lasuca.

We huve but 
to look back a few years to remember 
the i reverse of the conditions us they 
now obtain. Take the miners and the 
miners' families, even lu tbe region 
where the strike Is In progress. There 
Is. every reason to believe that these 
are faring better now, while out of 
work, timu were those who were em- 
ployed in that dreadful time. They are 
"not living on the fat of the land, but 
they have good, substantial food and 
plenty of it. No one who will really 
work goes to bed at night with n dread- 
ful feeling of uncertainty as' to where 
his next meal -is coming from". Think- 
ing men— und there Ib a multitude of 
that clnss among tho laborers" of the 
country— might well ask themselves us 
they were marching on Labor Day, to 
what good clrcumBtances they are In- 
debted that they are not In the Bume 
situation that. tbey were a few years 
ago, when men fought like benstB of 
proy. to got, their share of the charity 
that was doled out to them. And the 
man who thinks will not be lightly per> 
suaded to run the rlskof bringing back 
those dark days tbat tried men's souls. 
They will be far, more Inclined to '"let 
well enou gh alone." •■ .

OIL AS WARSHIP FUEL. 

May Supplant Coal In PropcIflnK 
~~FlccU of the Notions. 

Is oil to supersede coal In propelling 
tho fleets of the world? That Is n ques- 
tion that may be answered In the affirma- 
tive one of theso dnys. The widespread 
interest In tho subject of liquid' fuel and 
the successful experiments being carried 
on in different parts of tho globe give 
promise of great things In tho not distant 
future. 

Ono thing only, apparently, has stood 
In tho way of rapid adoption of oil-burn- 
ing furnaces, and that Is the fact that the 
supply of oil bns been limited to certain 
countries, which In time of war might 
cut off the supply to their enemies. Hut 
this objection is rapidly disappearing In 
tho face of discoveries of oil fields In 
many countries. Apparently It Is just 
being discovered that crude petroleum 
is widely scattered, abounding in regions 
where its existence has been unsuspect- 
ed. 

The development of the greot fields of 
Texas nnd California has stimulated the 
experiments being carried on to deter- 
mine the practicability of burning oil In 
steamers, and especially In tho navy. An 
abundant supply of fuel is now assured. 
The next question to be determined Is the 
economy of thnt fuel, nnd the Invention 
of apparatus for feeding the oil. Al- 
though oil Is iiiiregular use now In per- 
haps a hundred steaincra along the gulf, 
Pacific and Atlantic coasts, no naval ves- 
sel has yet been equipped with oil burn- 
ers. 

Tho most prominent example of suc- 
cessful use of oil Jn nn ocean voyage hy 
nn American vessel wns that of tho 
steamBblp Mnriposn, which recently mads 
tho round trip fromm San Francisco to 
Tahiti, some 8,000 miles, using oil exclu- 
sively, -v, JWMbBBssssI

Pick- 
ing, however, haB'.ndvnnced rapidly, genr 
erally throughout the belt, nnd, ass rule, 
under favorable conditions, nlthougli pick- 
ers have been iundequatc In some States.

- "We stand by the historic policy of the 
Republican party In giving protection to 
home Industries, and point for its ample 
vindication to the extraordinary rapidity 
with which our national resources have 
been developed and our Industrial and 
financial Independence secured. We fa- 
vor such changes in the tariff from time 
to time as become advisable through tbo 
progress of our industries and their 
changing relations to the commerce of the 
world. We indorse the policy of reci- 
procity as the natural complement of pro- 
tection, and urge its development as nec- 
essary to the realization of our highest 
commerclnl 'possibilities," - 



ENORMOUS DEMAND FOR STEEL. 



European Muuufucttirera Now Belling; 

It to Americans, - 
. .Chicago la importing steel and Iron 
from Scotland and continental Europe, 
and the importers say the product is laid 
down more quickly than the domestic 
manufacturers can till the orders; 

Within the last week 10,000 tons of Eu- 
ropean steel billets have "been- received 
in Chicago, and the custom house reports 
show importations of structural steel and 
Iron. Several Chicago construction con- 
cerns admit they recently have placed 
largo orders with European mills for 
structural steel and Iron, and this mate- 
rial Is expected to arrive within the. next 
two months; 

In view of the demand from America 
for their products, foreign manufactur- 
ers of structural Iron have changed the 
character of their product to meet the re- 
quirements of American construction, and 
have Issued new prlco lists to the Amer- 
ican and Chicago trade. ■ American con- 
struction steel and iron Is much lighter 
than that used abroad, and as' a result, 
in order to supply the demand, European 
mills have reduced the weight of their 
output. -

In a wild' panic caused, by a belief the 
building w«S on firo' eighty, persons, :many. 
from distant points, were killed, by .a 
stampede in the Sblloh' Negro; Baptist 
f Church In Birmingham", Ala., at the close 
of an address made by Booker T. Wash- 
ington to the national convention of Bap- 
tists, which was there In BcsaIon/;'NearIyl 
100 personal were ! Injured, ■ and" it ' wasj 
three hours ."before all the wounded, could 
be attended to and the dead taken to an-' 
dortflkhsg establishments. 

The ambulance service of the city was 
utterly Incapable, of moving the.lnjured 
without great delays, which in/jnany: 
cases - proved fatal. Dozens {of- dead' 
bodies were arranged in rows "'on the" 
ground outside the church, while more 
than a score were laid out on. the benches 

inside, ■*•':,'■'■ '* 

■ The church Is the targosthouse of wor- 
ship for negroes In the. city, and there 
were over 2,000 persons Ln the- edifice '■ 
when the stampede began. Instructions 
had been Issued to allow no more to enter, 
but the negroes forced their" way inside 
the building and were standing; In': every 
aisle; eren the entrance to"^ the' church 
was literally packed. ■ 

MlBtnlce "FiEht" for ••Fire." 

Just as Booker T. Washington conclude 
ed his address Judge Ballon, a negro law- 
yer from Baltimore, engaged' In nn^fllter-. 
cation with '.another delegate, and* it Is 
said a blow was struck. Someone In the 
choir- cried ■"FIghtt Flghtl". ; 

Mistaking the word "fight" for ."fire," 
the congregation rose In a body and start- 
ed for the door. One of the ministers 
quickly mounted the rostrum and admon- 
ished the people to keep quiet. 

He repented .the word f'qulct" severe^ 
times and -motioned to his hearers, to be 
seated, but the. excited congregation mis- 
took the word "quiet" for "fire," and with 
redoubled exertions rCn owed the struggle 
to reach the door. Men and women 
crawled over benches nnd fought their 
way Into the aisles, and those who had 
fallen were trampled upon like cattle. The 
ministers tried again and again to stop 
the stampede, but no power • On earth 
could stay the struggling, fighting mass of 
humanity. The screams of women and 
children added to tho horror of the scene, 
and through mere, fright many persons 
fainted nnd as they fell to the floor v/ore 
crushed to death. 

Entrance n Death Trnt>. 

The level of the (loor is about fifteen 
feet from the ground and long steps lead 
to the sidewalk from tho lobby just out- 
side the main auditorium. Brick walls 
extend on each side of these steps for 
six or seven feet, and this proved' a verit- 
able death trap. 

Negroes who hntl reached the top of the 
steps were pushed violently forward and 
many fell. Before they could move oth- 
ers fell upon them, nnd hi fifteen minutes 
there was a struggling, shrieking mnss cf 
men and women and children .piled to -a 
height. of ten feet. This wall of torture 
blocked the entrance nnd the weight of 
the 1,000 persons remaining In the church 
was rammed against It. More than twen- 
ty persons lying on the steps underneath 
the-heap of bodies died from suffocation. 

Two white men who were In the rear 
of the church when the rush began es- 
caped, and, realizing the Bcrlousness of 
the situation, rushed to a corner near by 
and turned hi a fire alarm. The depart- 
ment came quickly and the arrival of the 
wagons served to scatter the crowd which 
had gathered around the front of the 
church. A squad of police was also hast- 
ened to the church, and with the firemen 
finally succeeded In releasing the negroes 
from their pinioned positions In the en- 
trance. 

During the stampede Booker T. Wash- 
ington and several other prominent ne- 
groes were, oh the stage and" were r.n- 
wllllng witnesses to the frightful catas- 
trophe. None of those In the choir or in 
the pulpit were Injured In the least. 

B ELQIANS' QUEEN DIES. 

Marie Henrietta Expires at a. Health 

Resort After Protracted Illness. 

Marie Henrietta, Queen of the Bel- 
gians; died at Spa, after a long Illness, 
The Queen's malady »was heart trouble, 
which, during the past five years, gave 
her much distress and frequently caused 
protracted spells of sickness, 
. It was on Iy ( -however, during the past 
three months that these periods of sick- 
ness were considered of a critical nature, 
On July 0, after a consultation of the 
court physicl ana, It was .announced that 
her majesty might succumb at any mo- 
ment, b»t, to the surprise of all, she ral- 
lied and was apparently well for several 
weeks. After the middle of August the 
Queen has been constantly growing 
worse. The Queen was conscious almost 
to the last moment, and her passing away 
was apparently painless and peaceful. 

Queen Marie Henrietta was the daugh- 
ter ot the late Archduke Joseph of Aus- 
tria and Marie Dorothea, Princess of 
Wurtemberg, She was born on Aug. 23, 
1KMI, tuid waS.niavrlcd'at the age of 17 
to Prince Leopold, then the young heir 
to the throne of Belgium,-' - 

For many years the Queen's hopes cen- 
tered In her three daughters, the Prin- 
cesses Louise, Stephanie and Clementine. 
Louise wob married to Prince Philip of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha and Stephanie 
became the wife of the Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph of Austria. Both of " these mar- 
riages, have been the most wretched fail- 
ures. ' 

The unfortunate Queen .'of the Belgians 
has known very little, happiness from the 
moment of her marriage. What with her 
domestic troubles and her IllnoBs she has 
hod few pleasant days. Yet she took 
much Interest' In religion, philanthropy 
and art.
